I,  LAURIE  J.  BARTILSON,  hereby  depose  and  state: 

1.  I  am  an  attorney,  licensed  to  practice  law  in  the  State  of  California.  I 
am  a  partner  in  the  law  firm  of  Bowles  &  Moxon  and  am  counsel  of  record  for 
plaintiff  Church  of  Scientology  International  in  the  above  referenced  action.  I  have 
personal  knowledge  of  the  matters  set  forth  herein  and,  if  called  upon  to  do  so, 
could  and  would  competently  testify  thereto. 

2.  On  Thursday,  February  25,  1993,  in  the  afternoon,  my  office  received 
for  the  first  time  a  complete  set  of  the  documents  which  defendant  Gerald 
Armstrong  filed  in  response  to  the  Order  to  Show  Cause  Re:  Contempt  issued  by 
this  Court  on  December  31,  1992. 

3.  I  am  the  attorney  on  this  case  primarily  responsible  for  preparing  the 
Reply  to  Armstrong's  Opposition.  I  worked  on  the  Reply  on  February  25,  intending 
to  finish  and  file  it  on  February  26,  1992,  which  was  two  court  days  prior  to  the 
scheduled  hearing  date.
